It is a happy characteristic of 
mankind, at the start of a New 
Year, to push aside the difficulties 
and disappointments of the year 
just gone and to dip into the future 
—with new hope, new dreams and a 
sublime conviction that there’s a 
rainbow around the corner! 

It is a period of new optimisn) 
and father-to-the-wish forecasts of 
better times ahead. But it is also a 
time for balancing books on the old 
year, realistically reviewing mistakes 
—and planning, with new courage, 
to profit in the future by the errors 
of the past. 

The year 1938, from the stand- 
point of agriculture, left much to 
be desired. California cro preturns, 
according to the best information 
available at this writing, averaged 
27 per cent less than returns of the 
preceding year, with some major 
crops dropping as low as 46 per cent 
below the 1937 level. 

Nationally, cash income from farm 
products marketed in 1938 (includ- 
ing government payments) reached 
approximately $7,500,000,000, accord- 
ing to estimates of the United States 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
This compares with $8,600,000,000 in 
1937 and $7,944,000,000 in 1936. 

The Bureau’s analysis of reasons 
for the drop in farm income is sig- 
nificant to the farming industry be- 
cause it turns the spotlight, once 
again, on the inter-dependence of 
rural America and urban America 
States the report: 

“The decline in farm income this 
(1938) follows five successive years 
in which farmers’ cash income has 
increased over the previous year. 
The smaller income this year is at- 
tributed largely to the marked in- 
dustrial activity decline during the 
past year, and to the lower level of 
the income of urban consumers 
which has greatly reduced the de- 
mand for farm products.” 

Any attempt to forecast what the 
New Year, 1939, will mean to Cal- 
ifornia agriculture must, in large 
part, be conditioned on what the fu- 
ture holds for business and indus- 
try. 

The farming industry, to be sure, 
is confronted with many problems 
which are typically farm probiems— 


and which must be met and solved } 


by the industry and the individual 
farmers comprising it. 

But overshadowing all such prob- 
lems within the industry is the 
problem of national recovery. If 
business and industry, government 
and labor find a better basis for 
mutual cooperation—if all America 
finally starts pulling in harness to- 
ward a common objective--then it 
can be safely forecast that both city 
income and farm income will start 
climbing back toward normal levels. 

Rash, indeed, would be the pro- 
phet who would predict that 19389, 
however, will be 
and recriminations. There still 
dissension on many fronts. But it 1s 
this writer’s opinion that the last 
few months, nationally, have been 
marked by a swing of the pendu- 
lum away from extremism and to- 
ward a new era of “live and let 
live” policies. Public opinion, in the 
final analysis, is the greatest power 
in American life—and public opin- 
ion, wherever it has been tested re- 
cently, has indicated a growing de- 
mand for putting an end to the 
senseless struggle between govern- 
ment and industry, on one hand, and 
business and labor on the other. 


Is 


America, if we interpret the na- 
tional elections during the tall of 
1938 correctly, wants to get back to 
work—and working in harmony. If 
government officials, business leaders 
and labor heed the handwriting on 
the wall — and start working to- 
gether to create new wealth in- 
stead of fighting over a division of 
the inadequate national income now 
available—the year 1939 will mark 
the beginning of better times for the 
farmer and the farm hand, the city 
employer and the city worker—and 
all America, If they fail to do so, 
1939 may be a repetition of 1938, 
only more so. The 1938 slump was a 
Man-made slump—and mankind, in 
1939, can correct it, if the nation is 
till capable of profiting in the fu- 
ture from mistakes of the past. Our 
hope for 1939 is that it will mark a 
return to straight thinking, reason- 
able action and a new measure of 
mutual trust and confidence. If 
that is accomplished, it will be the 
happiest New Year since the dawn 
of depression.

Farm Income 


Shows Drop 


Fruit And Livestock 
Returns Mentioned As 
Among Reductions 


SACRAMENTO, (l’—Director of 
Agriculture A. A. Brock today es- 
timated California’s 1938 farm in- 
come at between 18 and 20 per cent 
below the 1937 figure of $638,240,000. 

“It appears that an appraisal of 
sentiment among farmers of the 
State at this time would definitely 
disclose general disappointment and 
dissatisfaction concerning the fi- 
nancial outcome of farming opera- 
tion in the state during 1938,” Brock 
said. 


Total tonnage production of crops 
was “somewhat lower" than 1937, 
but for some crops, such as oranges 
and prunes, record or near-record 
production was established for the 
year of 1938, he said. Livestock pro- 
duction was above average, with 
cattle somewhat lower than the pre- 
vious year; hog production slightly 
up and lamb production consider- 
ably increased. Production of milk, 
eggs and poultry was virtually un- 
changed. 

Brock said most important reduc- 
tions in 1938 tarm income involved 
several main fruit crops, mention- 
ing particularly peaches and prunes. 
Income from livestock and livestock 
products decreased somewhat less 
than the income for crops. 

The farm director noted that the 
1938 season was marked with abun- 
dant rainfall and adequate water in 
all sections of the State. Losses ot 
crops because of adverse Weather 
were not large.
